So in Spiritual building, though one may be de- 
prived of the privilege of a clussical course, if a loyal devotee to the cause of 
Christ, cultured in the christian graces, Faith, Hope and Charity, we find in 
Such an one a useful and proper one to assist in the great commission, “Go ye 
into all the world, &.”
